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Make Flight Pay Study 
On President’s Orders 


Stating that he believes some change 
in the scale of flight pay is necessary, 
President Roosevelt has ordered the War 
and Navy Departments to study the prob- 
lem and submit recommendations to him 
looking to a revision of the present sys- 
tem. 


This direction was contained in a let- 
ter to Secretary of the Navy Swanson, 
an answer to a recommendation of Sec- 
retary Swanson, that there should be 
no reduction in the flying pay of officers 
of the rank of lieutenant colonel and 
commander and below. 


By virtue of authority granted him by 
Congress the President may, in his dis- 
cretion, suspend the extra pay or reduce 
the rate of extra pay allowed to com- 
missioned officers, warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard while on flying 
duty and distinguish between degrees of 
hazard in various types of flying duty 
and make different rates of extra pay 
applicable thereto. 


The granting of this authority to the 
Chief Executive was opposed by both the 
Military and Naval Committees of the 
House, and after holding lengthy hear- 
ings last session they concluded that the 
pay of officers of the rank of lieutenant 
colonel and below should not be reduced. 
Congress did not follow this recommen- 
dation, but granted to the President the 
authority he asked. Since the adjourn- 
ment of Congress no action has been 
taken looking to the exercise of this 
authority, at least which has come to 
the notice of the military services. Re- 
cently Secertary Swanson wrote to the 
President, setting forth the recommenda- 
tion of the congressional committees and 
recalling that under the Economy Act, 
flight pay has already been reduced 15 
per cent. He urged that if any further 
reduction is made, it be in line with 
the plan approved by the service com- 
mittees, 


Replying to this letter, President 
Roosevelt stated that he believed some 
change in flight pay should be made, but 
was not prepared to say what the change 
should be. He directed that the problem 
should be considered by the Army and 
Navy and a report be made to him. 


Following out this order, Secretary 
Swanson named Rear Adm. Ernest J. 
King, USN, Chief of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics, to represent the Navy in the 
study to be made. Admiral King im- 
mediately got in touch with Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin Foulois, USA, Chief of the 
Army Air Corps, but the latter hesitated 
to act without orders from the Secretary 
of War. General Foulois then had to 
leave town, and while he has been away, 
the War Department received the direc- 
tions from the White House which had 
been given to the Navy and when the 
Chief of Air Corps returns to Washing- 
ton he will be commissioned by Secre- 
tary Dern to confer with Admiral King 
and make a report to the President.

Adm. Sims Urges USNA Change 


Sharp criticism of the educational 
system at the Naval Academy, with a 
recommendation that it be converted 
into a graduate school, accepting only 
mature young men with college training, 
is made in a minority report of the 
Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy 
submitted by Adm. William S. Sims, 
USN-Ret. 

The majority report of the Board deal- 
ing with this reopening of an old con- 
troversy, declares : 

“The Board of Visitors confronted by 
far-reaching proposals of this character, 
finds itself in no position to make defi- 
nite recommendations with regard to so 
complicated a problem. A visit of a few 
days, with necessarily superficial inspec- 
tions and a limited time for conference, 
cannot qualify members of a temporary 
body to reach authoritative decisions. 
The Board believes that the questions 
which have been enumerated and others 
implied in them are so important that 
they deserve the most careful, deliberate, 
and patient study by a duly qualified 
committee selected for this special pur- 
pose. The Board, therefore, reiterates 
the recommendations of the Boards of 
Visitors of 1923, 1924, and 1931, ‘that 
the best result will be achieved by the 
appointment of a small commission com- 
posed of experienced naval officers, civi- 
lian educators of distinction, and such 
other persons as may be deemed expe- 
dient. Such a commission, taking what- 
ever time might be required, should make 
an extensive study of the whole problem 
with due regard to the possible extension 


, of the course by one or more years, to 


possible changes in the entrance require- 
ments, to the practices and problems of 
the Government academy at West Point 
and of leading civil institutions, and pos- 
sibly of the practices of foreign coun- 
tries.’ ”’ 

“Upon the assumption that the effi- 
ciency of the Navy is of such vital im- 
portance that the country’s maximum 
educational facilities should be utilized 
in the education of our naval officers,” 
Admiral Sims states, “I have, much to 
my regret, felt impelled to submit a 
minority report, setting forth my belief 
that the Naval Academy does not pro- 
vide either educational or technical in- 
struction to the degree required ‘to mold

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Struggle to Preserve 
All Army Components 


A graphic and striking picture of the 
fight made by the Chief of Staff and the 
War Department for the retention of at 
least the framework of the components 
of the Army is contained in a memoran- 
dum prepared this week for General 
Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff by the 
Budget and Legislative Planning Branch 
of the General Staff. 

Behind the “picture in figures” is the 
story of the tireless and valiant efforts 
made to preserve at least the basic ele- 
ments of the forces set up in the National 
Defense Act as necessary for the nu- 
cleus of the Army of the United States. 
It reveals how each dollar was won step 
by step from the time the Director of the 
Budget on March 2S trained his guns on 
the defense forces by demanding that 
they exist on a bare $192,177,199 until 
June 10 when he informed them that he 
would permit the withdrawal of $228,- 
797,199 of the $269,673,353 appropriated 
for them by Congress. 

The study also discloses how Director 
of the Budget Douglas successfully kept 
his destructive efforts from public notice 
and thwarted the reception of advice or 
opinion from experts concerned by order- 
ing that his memorandum detailing the 
cuts he had determined upon “will not 
be shown to others of your organization.” 
He did not even want to hear protests 
from the head of the Department or his 
close advisers, for the former Arizona 
Congressman who became Director of the 
Budget said in the same memorandum 
containing his cuts that “It is quite pos- 
sible that, in the absence of explanatory 
notes, the reason behind some of the re- 
ductions may not be immediately ap- 
parent. In respect of such, I ask your 
indulgence in accepting the fact that 
they are well considered.” 

It is pointed out that as compared 
with a normal annual appropriation the 
cuts now determined upon represent a 
loss of 51 percent to the regular Army 
and the overhead of the Army of the 
United States; a loss of 25 percent to the 
National Guard; a loss of 33 percent to 
the Organized Reserves; a loss of 32 per- 
cent to the Reserve Officers Training 
Corps : a loss of 36 percent to the Citizens 
Military Training Camps; and a loss of 
73 percent to the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice. 

The revealing memorandum follows in 
full text: 

July 13, 1933. 
Memorandum for the Chief of Staff: 
Subject: Reduced expenditures for the 
support of the Army of the United 
States. 

1. I submit herewith a statement of 
the reduction in expenditures recently 
prescribed in appropriations made for the 
support of the Military Activities of the 
War Department for the fiscal year 1934, 
together with the allocation of such re- 
ductions to the components of the Army 
of the United States to which they prop- 
erly pertain. 

2. On March 28, 1933, the Director of

The New York Herald Tribune states: “Secretary Swanson now proposes to 
ask an additional $77,000,000 from the public works fund, mainly for the moderni- 
zation of seven battleships. * * * Although modernization involves the expenditure 
of a good deal of money on old units, it is unavoidable if the strength of the 
battle line relative to that of other navies is to be maintained. 

“Of our fifteen battleships, the seven oldest have already been through the 
modernization mill and the next three are now undergoing modernization. The 
remaining five, though the newest and best vessels we have, were laid down during 
and immediately after the war, and many improvements have been developed since 
then. * * * The ultimate result would be a homogeneous battle fleet, with all units 
having comparable ranges and durability and incorporating the improvements 
which the British and Japanese, of course, have also been building into their fleets.

Service Pensions 

In response to protest against the dis- 
crimination made in the new 
regulations against widows of Regular 
Service personnel, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration has instituted a study looking 
to an increase of the rate paid to widows 
whose husbands died of peace-time dis- 
abilities. 

When this study is completed it will be 
presented to the President with a recom- 
mendation for changes in the regulations. 
One of the principal points given consid- 
eration, it was said at the Veterans Ad- 
ininistration, is to place widows of offi- 
cers and men

peace-time and was service-connected on | 


the same par as widows whose husbands 
died of a service-connected injury occur- 
ring in time of war. Under the new 
regulations, the war widows receive $30 
au month, while the peace widows are 
allowed but $22 a month. 


No change is ut present contemplated | 


as the widows of Regular Service per- 
sonnel, whose death occurred after re- 
tirement and was thus not 
connected. Most of these widows are 
now drawing pension under the Spanish 
War law, which permits any widow of a 
Snanish American War veteran to draw 
$15 a month, without showing that his 
death was due to his war service. For- 
merly these widows were allowed S30 a 
month, and the 50 per cent cut has 
caused much suffering and hardship. 

At the Veterans Administration, it is 
stated, that a sharp distinction is made 
between = service-connected = and 
service-connected cases, and no 


injustice of slashing in half the pension 
of the widow of an officer who served his 
country for many years and then died 
after retirement. 

As to the widows of peacetime how- 
ever, relief is in sight. Some considera- 
tion is being given in the study, it was 
said, to raising merely the pension of 
those who were cut by the new regula- 
tions, that is, the widows of high ranking 
otticers of the Army and Navy. This, 
however, would be contrary to the policy 
which has been followed, and it is likely, 
it was stated, that despite the additional 
«ost, all will be raised.

The Panama Canal

.TRATEGY in the defense of the na- 
S tion originally justified the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal. It has be- 
come an important link in many routes 
of seaborne commerce of the world and 
the income which it produces from tolls 
and charges for service to ships com- 
menced in 1918 to pay into the United 
States Treasury a part of the interest 
on the investment over and above the 
cost of maintenance, operation and de- 
preciation. 

3esides the Canal’s principal function 
of transiting vessels between the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, it is prepared to 
provide ships with all needed services— 
repairs, including dry docking; food 
stuffs; ships’ supplies of all kinds; and 
fuel. Fully equipped terminal ports have 
been established at the two entrances 
of the Canal, connected by the Panama 
Railroad. 

The Canal Zone, a strip of land ex- 
tending across the Isthmus of Panama 
ten miles wide, speaking generally, five 
miles on each side of the Canal, is un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United States. 
It contains no activities except those of 
the Panama Canal and related business 
and the Panama Railroad, also owned by 
the United States, and U. S. Army and 
Navy organizations. 

The laws of the Canal Zone are en- 
acted by the United States Congress and 
the judiciary consists of a District Judge 
and two Magistrates. The chief execu- 
tive. known as the Governor, is the ex- 
ecutive head of the establishment and 
the civil governor of the Zone. 

The Governor of The Panama Canal 
reports directly to the Secretary of War. 
While the appropriations for the Pan- 
ama Canal are included in the Acts of 
Congress making appropriations for the 
War Department, The Panama Canal is 
not a part of that Department. 

Officers of the U. S. Army and Navy 
are detailed to some of the key positions 
of the organization. The Governor and 
his principal assistant or deputy, known 
as the Engineer of Maintenance. are 
from the Corps of Engineers, U. S. 
Army, as is also the Assistant Engineer 
of Maintenance, who has general super- 
vision over a group of the engineering 
divisions. The Chief Health Officer is 
from the Medical Corps of the U. S. 
Army. Under his supervision are the 
hospitals, dispensaries, public health 
functions including the Panamanian 
cities Panama and Colon, quarantine, 
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and sanitation. An official of the U. S. 
Public Health Service is in immediate 
charge of quarantine functions. Super- 
vision over commercial aviation is per- 
formed by an officer of the Air Corps of 
the Army, assigned to The Panama 
Canal for the purpose. 

The physicians and surgeons of the 
hospitals are mainly from the Medical 
Corps of the Army. These hospitals are: 
Gorgas Hospital and Colon Hospital, 
which are similar to Army general hos- 
pitals and perform the functions of such 
for the Army and Navy commands in 
the Canal Zone, in addition to serving 
The Panama Canal: Corozal Hospital 
for the Insane; and Palo Seco Leper 
Colony. 

The transiting of ships through the 
Canal and the use of the terminal ports 
by them are controlled by the Marine 
Division. In the personnel of this divi- 
sion there are four officers of the line 
of the U. S. Army, one in charge known 
as the Marine Superintendent, one at 
each terminal port known as Port Cap- 
tains, and one in charge of local marine 
inspection service. The machine shops 
with their dry docks at each terminal 
port are in charge of an officer of the 
Construction Corps of the Navy assigned 
as Superintendent of the Mechanical Di- 
vision. He has an assistant also from 
that Corps. 

The Army and Navy commands sta- 
tioned in and based on the Canal Zone 
report to their respective departments of 
the U. S. Government. The Panama 
Canal performs certain services for them 
and cooperates with them and the U. S. 


Fleet in their training, particularly their 


concentrations and maneuvers, 
The activities of the Panama Canal 


may be divided into three groups: Tran- | 


sit divisions, which are operated from 
funds appropriated by Congress, and 
whose receipts, including tolls, are de- 
posited in the U. S. Treasury; business 
divisions, which are authorized by Con- 
gress to use their revenue for main- 
tenance and operation and turn in to the 
Treasury only their profits; and the 
Panama Railroad, operated as a private 


corporation, which it is, though all the | 


stock is owned by the United States. The 
business divisions are operated under 
the guiding principle that their revenue 
should cover their expenses, including 
depreciation and interest at 3% on the 
capital invested. The Panama Railroad 
receives no appropriations from Con- 
gress. In spite of the fact that the 
revenues of The Panama Canal exceed 


the expenses, appropriations by Congress | 


are necessary for its operation because 


the largest part of its revenues, namely | 
tolls, fees, postal receipts, ete., are re- | 


quired to be deposited in the U. S. 


Treasury and are not therefore available | 


for operating expenses. 

The business done by the Panama 
Canal can be illustrated by some figures 
for the fiscal year 1931. The number of 
transits and amount of tolls during that 
year were about the same as in 1924 
and 1927 and the business of 1931 can 
therefore be considered a fair average. 
The following statistics are from the 
Governor's report for 1931: Number of 
commercial ships transited the Canal, 
5.529; Panama Canal net tonnage of 
these ships, 27,792,146: cargo aboard 25,- 
082.800 short tons; number of cargo 
ships which touched at the harbor ter- 
minals, 3,675: Panama Canal revenues 
exclusive of Panama Railroad, $42,765,- 
048.20: deposited in U. S. Treasury, $25,- 
832,668.80; appropriated by Congress, 
$12,211.560.00; Panama Railroad rev- 
enues, $16,262,528.94; Panama Railroad 
dividends turned in to the U. S. Treas- 
ury, $700,000; number of American em- 


ployees, 3.276; number of tropical work- | 


ers, 10,624. 

All the American employees and part 
of the tropical workers are housed in 
government quarters principally in the 
Canal Zone, grouped into villages con- 
veniently located to their places of work. 
All necessities for the employees are pro- 
vided by the Government at charges to, 
them which in general cover the costs. 
Besides quarters, these include general 
retail stores, community clubhouses and 
athletic facilities, water, electricity, hos- 
pitals and. dispensaries, restaurants, fire 
and police protection and publie schools. 
Health conditions in the Canal Zone 











are well indicated by the death rate and 
malaria rate. The averages for the 
calendar years 1927-1931 inclusive were: 
Death rate of the population of the 
Canal Zone 7.78 per 1,000; malaria mor- 
bidity rate of employees 18.49 per 1,000. 

Relative to the capacity of the Pan- 
ama Canal, it can be stated very ap- 
proximately that the Canal as now con- 
structed and equipped can transit twice 
as many ships are are now using the 
Canal and that, with the addition of a 
third lock chamber to each existing twin 
set, which is entirely practicable, the 
sapacity will be nearly four times the 
present traffic. 

Note: For brevity some of the state- 
ments contained herein are very general 
in character and some are subject to 
exceptions, the enumeration of which is 
not possible in the space allotted.

Admiral Phelps Retires 

Rear Adm. William Woodward Phelps, 
USN, Commandant of the Third Naval 
District and New York Navy Yard, was 
retired from active service, July 1, upon 
his own request after more than 40 
years service. 

Admiral Phelps was born in Baltimore, 
Md., Noy. 26, 1869, and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy from the 4th Dis- 
trict of Maryland in 1885. He was com- 
missioned Ensign July 1, 1991, and pro- 
moted to: Lieutenant (jg) Dec. 9, 1898; 
Lieutenant, March 3, 1899; Lieutenant 
Commander July 1, 1905; Commander 
Sept. 16, 1910; Captain, Aug. 13, 1916; 
and Rear Admiral, Dec. 31, 1921. 

Completing the course of instruction 
at the Naval War College in 1916, Ad- 
miral Phelps was given command of the 
USS Grant Northern during the early 
part of the United States participation 
in the World War. In August 1918, he 
took command of the Leviathan. For 
his World War service, Admiral Phelps 
received the Navy Cross with the fol- 
lowing citation: 

“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession as Commanding Officer 
of the USS Great Northern and the USS 
Leviathan, engaged in the important, 
exacting, and hazardous duty of trans- 
porting and escorting troops and supplies 
to European ports through waters in- 
fested with enemy submarines and 
mines.” 

In 1919, he returned to the Naval War 
College for duty and in June 1920 com- 
manded the battleship Arizona. In Au- 
gust 1921, he was appointed Chief of 
Staff of the War College. The next year 
in June, Admiral Phelps assumed com- 
mand of the Yangtze Patrol Force and 
served in that capacity until March 1924 
when he went to duty as a member of 
the Navy General Board. In 1926 he 
commanded the Fleet Base Force and in 
1928 became Commandant of the Navy 
Yard Portsmouth, N. H. He assumed 
the post at New York City in April, 
1931. 

Admiral Phelps holds the decoration 
of “Imperial Order of the Third Class 
of the Sacred Treasure” awarded him 
by the Government of Japan. 

Sims Urges USNA Change 
(Continued from First Page) 
the material received into educated gent- 
leman,’ and that this cannot be accom- 
plished by any practicable augmentation, 
elimination, or rearrangement of stu- 
dies; and, moreover, that naval officer 
instructors, who necessarily have no 
training as educators, and who are 
changed every 2 or 3 years, cannot 
achieve the desired results, no matter 
how much the course may be extended.” 

Quoting freely from reports of former 
Board of Visitors, Admiral Sims states: 

“The chief criticisms in these reports 
is that it is physically impossible to 
crowd into four years both the studies 
necessary for an officer’s general educa- 
tion and the increasing number of tech- 
nical subjects. essential for service in a 
modern navy; that as few professional 
studies can be omitted, educational stu- 
dies must suffer. * * * 

“In these reports it is stated that as 
it is impossible for boys of high-school 
grade to be able to acquire a thorough 
grounding in so many Studies in a period 
of 4 years, these limitations place an 
unfair handicap upon students of the 
academy, and therefore they are obliged 
to face grave responsibilities for which 
they have not been given adequate prep- 
aration. * * * ‘ 

“In addition to criticism in regard to 
lack of time, the boards noted a defect 
in the qualifications of the naval in- 
structors. * * * 

“Manifestly, the academy is very seri- 
ously handicapped by the officers’ lack 
of training in the teaching profession, 


and educational training on the part of 
those who select them, * * * 

“Except for the comparatively few 
civilian professors, the academy is there- 
fore, from an educational point of view, 
essentially an amateur institution. One 
ean readily predict the result if a civili- 
an college advertised that neither the 
president nor the members of the faculty 
had any professional knowledge or train- 
ing as educators. and that all would be 
replaced every 2 or 3 years. Few people 
would be willing to entrust their sons’ 
education to such an institution. * * * 

“Many officers regard criticism of the 
Naval Academy as a kind of “high trea- 
son’”—as a failure in loyalty to their 
‘alma mater,’ as if loyalty consisted in 
concealing our defects, instead of trying 
to reniedy them. 

“IT must, however, invite attention to 
the inefficiency which has at times char- 
acterized the Navy, the way in which 
many of its reforms have been forced 
upon it from outside, the opposition made 
by Naval Academy graduates to these 
reforms, and the unfortunate results of 
a preference for ‘practical’ education. I 
do not mean to infer that the Naval 
Academy education, or lack of it, is 
alone to be blamed for the resistance to 
reforms in the Navy: but I believe it 
will be evident that the academy educa- 
tion has been the principal contributing 
cause to such a state of affairs. 

“Consider the emphasis that has been 
placed continuously upon the so-called 
‘practical’ as opposed to the so-called 
‘theoretical’ requirements. 

“This emphasis on the ‘practical’—on 
things rather than on principles—is the 
most persistent, and has always been 
the most damaging of the traditions of 
the service. * * * 

“Speaking from personal experience, 
I may say that I was graduated from 
the academy about 53 years ago with a 
mental equipment that, by no stretch of 
the imagination. could be called an edu- 
eation; but I did not know that at the 
time, nor until after many years of 
wasted opportunity: and naval officers 
generally do not know now that they are 
not educated men. * * * 

“The result of such an education was 
that, upon graduation, the midshipmen 
were completely self-satisfied. They 
were not accustomed to think for them- 
selves. They were told what to think. 
They had no instruction in the principles 
of the art of command, or in the psy- 





chology of discipline and leadership. The

They hardly thought 
it was necessary anyway. They were 
told that practical experience at ge 
would produce the finished naval! officer 
and of course they believed it. That was 
one of the fixed traditions of the Nayy. 
In no other way can be explained the 
resistance to the Luces and Mahans of 
the Navy in their heartbreaking strug. 
gle to convince the service of the neces. 
sity of at least a professional education, 
As witness, for example, the resistance 
to the establishment and maintenance of 
the Naval War College. The story of 
that struggle is not a pleasant one. * ++ 

“When all due credit is accorded for 
the very remarkable increase in the eff. 
ciency of the Navy during the last few 
decades, it is important to remember its 
failures in order that they may not be 
repeated in the future. The greatest of 
these has been the failure in initiative 
due to the self-satisfied attitude of ming 
which harks back to the so-called tradi. 
tions of the past, and consequently re- 
sists change. The result of this has been 
so marked as to cause the Navy to pass 
through certain periods of inefficiency so 
extreme as to be difficult of belief today 
—to those who have not witnessed and 
understood it. 

“For example, it is an astounding fact 
that the Navy has never initiated any 
one of the really fundamental reforms 
that were essential to bring it to its 
present efficiency. All of these reforms 
were forced upon the Navy from the 
outside: and in every case against de 
termined opposition. And the Navy still 
resists perfectly legitimate criticism, as 
witness its suppression of the unfavor- 
able report of the Board of Visitors of 
1923, and as witness its disregard of the 
recommendations of three able boards to 
appoint a commission to report upon our 
navitl educational system.”

Admiral Sims then declares that the 
Navy strenuously opposed the abolition 
of the “cat’ and other cruel punish- 
ments, the substitution of “self-discip- 
lined cooperation” for “discipline by fear 
of punishment. Introduction of the prin- 
ciple of “eontinuous aim” involving the 
redesign of ships and tactics and the 
reconstruction of ammunition hoists and 
gun turrets was resisted for a number 
of years by the Navy Department, he 
states. 

These instances,” Admiral Sims con- 
tinues, “are cited only to show that dur- 
ing certain periods the Navy has been 
in a very dangerously inefficient condi- 
tion—at least up to considerably after 
1900: that self-satisfaction with our tra- 
ditions has caused strenuous, continuous, 
and dangerous resistance to wholly es- 
sential reforms. 

“Naval officers are good citizens and 
patriotic men. No one can doubt that 
they have always acted in general in 
accordance with their honest opinions, 
though under criticism some may have 
given way to the human impulse to de- 
fend their reputations. 

“Such are a number of the difficulties 
confronted in the development of the 
Navy. The important question is, What 
is the reason for this very undesirable 
state of affairs It must be plain that a 
number of factors are involved. The 
undesirable condition cannot be traced 
entirely to the Naval Academy training. 
But that it is a chief cause of it will, 
I think, be evident from a consideration 
of the immature character of the boys 
entering the academy, the isolation in 
which they are educated, and the nature 
of that education. Perhaps a compari- 
son of the status of academy graduates 
and graduates of civilian colleges would 
shed some light on the subject. 

“A midshipman enters the academy at 
from 16 to 20 (in my day it was from 
14 to 18). During these years when a 
boy’s character is forming, he is prac- 
tically isolated from civilian life—4 
years, with 1 month’s leave each year. 
Practically his every hour is prescribed. 
His life is strictly regulated for him. 
He has few and unimportant personal 
decisions to make as to his career, or 
as to his habits of life. There is no 
opportunity for the development of in- 
dependent, individual tastes. The time 
required for the multiplicity of educa- 
tional and technical studies, drilis and 
other exercises is so great that there is 
practically no time for reading. Even 
for the more than average boy, the 
‘grind’ is so severe that it generally 
creates a distaste for study. Few naval 
officers are studious men. Few read 
even professional books. I do not think 
that anything like a majority have read 
even the books of Mahan. Examinations 
for promotion do not require a knowl- 
edge of such reading. Officers do not 
form the reading habit. 

“The product of the academy is ‘cut 
and dried.’ Personal character is little 
influenced by the course. The boy who 
enters with a mentality and character 
of 16 is little changed in character when 
he is graduated at 20, after 4 years in a 


sort of naval ‘watertight compartment.’ 
Moreover, the rigidly prescribed routine | 


of life and conduct tends to conceal the | 


fundamentally weak characters. They 
‘get by’ with the others if satisfactory 
in their studies (62.25 per cent). | 
“In contrast with this, the character- 
forming opportunities of a boy Who takes 


4 course of 4 years in a college or uni- 
versity are really fundamentally differ- 
ent. The essential difference is that he 
is ‘on his own’ from the time he enters. 
He is subjected to all the usual tempta- 
tions of youth. 
good, 


He develops a reliable character 
or he 


does not. No rigid routine and 
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supervision of his every hour conceals 
his defects of character, as does the sys- 
tem at the academy. The unreliable are 
eliminated as not in the leader class. 
The college graduate is relatively a 
young man of the world. The graduate 
of the academy is still a boy. 

“Not long after the graduation of my 
class, in 1880, many had demonstrated 
their unfitness as officer material. Re- 
leased from the constraints of the acad- 
emy, ‘on their own’ for the first time 
since they left their mothers, given $90 
instead of $1 a month spending money, 
some of these midshipmen ‘went to 
pieces’ to such an extent as to be unable 
to pass either the physical or mental 
examinations then required 2 years after 
graduation. Many got by who were not 
as efficient as the Navy needs and should 
have. 

“May I suggest that it would be of 
incalculable benefit to the efficiency of 
the Navy if the academy, instead of try- 
ing to educate in 4 years the immature 
high-school boy in both educational and 
technical studies, should admit as can- 
didates young men of demonstrated 
characters, by competitive examinations 
that included all the mathematical, 
scientific, and so-called ‘cultural studies’ 
that are deemed necessary to comply 
with the Navy Department’s mission ‘to 
mold the material received into educated 
gentlemen.’ 

“The competitive examinations (to be 
prescribed preferably by the commission 
recommended by the boards) would en- 
sure these young men entering the acad- 
emy with their educational studies be- 
hind them. With this equipment, they 
would be able to devote their entire 
attention to the technical studies pecu- 
liar to the Navy’s needs, and could mas- 
ter them in a very short time, possibly 
in 1 or 1% years. Such men, with their 
habits of study and ability to learn, 
could be effectively taught by naval offi- 
cers of experience. If the age of en- 
trance were fixed at 22 years, they would 
be graduated at as early an age (2314) 
as the present oldest academy graduates 
(24), and would not need the present 
Academy Post Graduate course, because 
they would be fully qualified to take up 
any special courses at technological in- 
stitutions. 

“Such a system of naval education 
would correspond to that of those who 
prepare for the professions of medicine, 
law, and business. These first complete 
their general education in a 4-year 
course and then attend the special 
schools of their profession. It would 
seem, therefore, that the academy should 
be solely a professional school, a Post 
Graduate School, taught by professional 
instructors—naval officers. 

“It is worthy of note that such a 
school would be considerably less costly. 
The 240 officers of the staff (1931) could 
be greatly reduced. and the 152 officers 
attending the Academy’s Post Graduate 
School could be eliminated, after the 
suggested system was in full operation. 
This would not involve any change in 
the buildings or equipment of the acad- 
emy, and it would obviate the necessity 
of spending more money on the Post 
Graduate School. 

“In time of war, and no less in prep- 
aration for war in time of peace, naval 
officers are called upon to bear very 
heavy responsibilities. Upon their deci- 
sions may at any time depend the fate 
of the Nation. It would therefore seem 
that they should be given the most effi- 
cient education that the educational fa- 
cilities of the country afford.” 

After recommending the appointment 
of a commission to study the questions 
raised by Admiral Sims and in previous 


reports the majority report concludes 
as follows: 
“Quite apart from the questions 


whether the United States Naval Acad- 
emy might be organized more effectively 
in some other way, the fact remains that 
it is conducted at present under definite 
legal and administrative limitations. The 
administration of the academy on this

IF NATIONAL DEFENSE IS NOT to be crippled, there must be unity among 
the several components of the United States Army. In the face of a world situation 
which contains elements of grave danger to peace, it is the patriotic duty of the men 
responsible for American safety to observe the principle of all for one and one for 
all. Just as General MacArthur, Chief of Staff. labored with the utmost zeal and 
pertinacity to increase the budget allowance for the National Guard,—and the Guard 
has no stauncher champion than he—so we are convinced will the rank and file of 
the National Guard support adequate appropriations for the Regular Establishment. 
We do not believe the Guard as a whole approves the incorrect and misleading 
statement of the representatives of the Adjutants General’ Association and the 
National Guard Association that a cut of 11° was made in the Regular Army and a 
cut of 450% applied to the Guard. Indeed, we have reason to believe that many of 
the officers who accepted the resolution making the statement did so hecause unin- 
formed, and now are anxious to repair the mistake. Nor do we believe that the 
Guard when it knows the facts and studies the statement of the Chief of the Budget 
and Legislative Planning Branch of the General Staff found in another column will 
express any other than extreme satisfaction for what was accomplished. The War 
Department could not direct a cut of 11 percent in the regular Establishment nor a 
ent of 450% in the Guard nor any other cuts. The direction for the cuts made was 
given by the Director of the Budget with the approval of the President. What 
General MacArthur did was to struggle day after day and hour after hour to obtain 
an increase over the basic figures laid down by the Budget Director, under which 
the civilian components were practically destroyed. He succeeded to an extent that 
arouses admiration, for he prevented the loss of Regular officers and men and induced 
a National Guard increase from five to eighteen millions of dollars. He even sought 
to get more for the Guard: it was refused him. Therefore. he welcomed the activity 
of the Adjutants General and National Guard Associations, as a result of which an 
additional six millions was allotted to the component, and extended enthusiastic 
congratulations to the committee that advised him of the result of the conference with 
the President and Mr. Douglas. Thus, on the one hand we have the Chief of Staff 
fighting for the entire Army of the United States. and equally for each of its com- 
ponents, and certain representatives of the Guard attempting to show that the 
War Department sacrificed the latter for the benefit of the Regular Establishment. 
In the interest of harmony, we suggest that the Guard study the facts. and so con- 
tident are we of the inevitable conclusion it will reach that we can safely predict 
another resolution wiil be adopted which will recall that presented to the President 
and Budget Director and give credit to the man who deserves it—General MacArthur. 





NOR WILL THE GUARD LOOK WITH APPROVAL upon a suggestion, some 
say it amounts to an agreement, advanced by Guard representatives to the Director 
of the Budget that the commissioned strength of the Regular Army be cut by 4000 
officers. Mr. Douglas who visioned a saving of $90,000,000 from the Army and saw 
his figures cut practically in half, eagerly grasped the promise of support contained 
in this proposal and doubtless will press it upon the President when the Army 
Budget for the next fiscal year is under consideration. The Service will recall that 
some of the Guard agents in Washington cooperated with Representative Collins in 
the effort to cut the officer strength of the Regular Establishment by 2,000 officers, 
but the Senate and House refused to assent to anything of the kind. We predict the 
same outcome next winter should an officer cut come up for consideration. We are 
referring to the representations made to Mr. Douglas at this time only that the 

iuard may know the extent to which their agents went while in Washington. It 
certainly is not to the interest of the Guard to break down the Regular Army. in 
spite of the ambition of an insignificant number of its officers to do so. The Regular 
Army has its place in the scheme of National Defense just as has the Guard and also 
the Reserve officer organization. They are all part of the same defense force, have 
the same purpose in view—protection of the country—and are inspired by the same 
ideal of the highest possible efficiency at the least cost. Should the Regular Army 
be curtailed and its morale destroyed, the effect upon the Civilian components would 
be disastrous. The ablest officers of the Guard realize this to be true, and we have 
no doubt they will sharply deprecate activities on the part of the few among them 
who seek to minimize the value of the Regular Army and maximize that of the 
Guard. There is a definite role for each of the components of the Armies of the 
United States to fill. That is established in the National Defense Act. If the results 
expected by the country and desired by the rank and file of all branches are to be 
achieved, action should be taken at once to end suggestions the only effect of which 
is to give rise to ill feeling and to prevent that close harmony which the national 
interest demands. 

JAPAN HAS ANSWERED PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT’S order for new naval 
construction by the announcement of a building program which will assure her full 
treaty strength within three or four years at the most. The expenditure of the 
United States will total $238,000,000 for ships and $9,362,000 for airplanes, that of 
Japan, $108,000,000 for ships and $48,000,000 for airplanes. The building programs 
thus compare:

Japan will be at a strength 
even above the treaty limits, while the United States will be short of parity by one 
aircraft carrier, 3 cruisers, 65 destroyers and 18 submarines.

Former Chief of Infantry to Go to Madrid—Col. Stephen O. Fuqua, whose term as 
chief of infantry recently expired, has decided to remain on the active list and not 
to take at this time the usual step of applying for retirement. Colonel Fuqua is 
now on leave but orders were issued this week for him to become military attache 
to Spain and Portugal. 

Colonel Fuqua’s leave expires July 31 and the following day he will report 
to the Chief of Staff for temporary duty in the office of the Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-2. He will remain on this temporary duty during the month of August. 
He will sail from New York on the U. S. Exporter Line, Sept. 3, accompanied by 
Mrs. Fuqua. They plan to disembark at Gibraltar and motor to Madrid, where 
they will be joined later by their daughter who already has sailed for a stay in 
Paris. Their son, Lieutenant Fuqua, who just graduated from West Point, is now 
staying with them in Washington and will remain with them until they sail, when 
it will become time for him to report to his first station. 

Colonel Fuqua is the first chief of branch to elect to revert from a major gen- 
eral back to the rank of colonel and stay on the active list. There have been three 
ofticers who held the temporary peace time grade of brigadier general who reverted 
to the rank of colonel and stayed on the active list. Col. Herbert Deakyne served 
as assistant chief of engineers with the rank of brigadier general from 1926 to 
1930, reverting to a colonelcy until his retirement in 1931. Frank P. Lahm served 
as assistant chief of air corps with the rank of brigadier general from 1926 until 
1930, afterwards returning to be a lieutenant colonel and the following year was 
promoted to be a colonel. He is still on the active list. Thomas H. Jackson 
served us a brigadier general as president of the Mississippi River Commission 
from 1928 to 1932, at the expiration of which he reverted to his colonelcy and still 
is on the active list. 

Col. Harry L. Gilchrist, MC, USA, who served as chief of the Chemical War- 
fare Service during the same period that Colonel Fuqua was chief of Infantry, 
although still on the active list, probably will never return to active duty. He 
has been granted four months leave of absence, at the expiration of which he prob- 
ably will be ordered home to await retirement, inasmuch as he reaches the statu- 
tory retirement age next January.

Army Target Practice—In accordance with the elimination of target practice, 
except for recruits and service schools, made necessary by the administration’s 
reduction of the amount allowed for the Army, The Adjutant General has sent 
the following instructions regarding recruits to the Corps Area and Department 
Commanders : 

“The following special ammunition allowances are hereby authorized for the 
Regular Army during the fiscal year 1934: 

“(1) Each recruit of Infantry, Cavalry, Coast Artillery, and Engineers: Cart- 
ridge, ball, caliber .22 LR, 200 rounds; cartridge, ball, caliber .30, 200 rounds. 

“(2) Each recruit armed with the rifle or required to perform guard duty 
therewith and having no other allowance: Cartridge, ball, caliber .22 LR, 200 
rounds; cartridge, ball, caliber .30, 200 rounds. 

(3) Each recruit of Cavalry ; Engineer Squadrons; and Signal Corps, mounted: 
Cartridge, ball, caliber .45, 100 rounds. 

“(4) Each recruit armed with the pistol or required to perform guard duty 


' therewith and having no other allowance: Cartridge, ball, caliber .45, 50 rounds. 


“You are authorized to prescribe such courses of instruction and such expendi- 
ture of ammunition per recruit as you deem necessary within the aggregate of the 
allowances prescribed herein. The types of ammunition prescribed herein may be 
substituted for one another, provided the money value of the allowances authorized 
is not exceeded. Advise Commanding Officers of Exempted Stations in your Corps 
Area.”

New Fighters for the Navy “High Hats”—T. P. Wright, Vice President and General 
Manager of Curtiss Aeroplane and Motor Company, of Buffalo, New York, an- 
nounced the purchase of 28 Curtiss Hawk fast single seat Navy fighting biplanes, 
amounting to approximately $500,000. These planes, known as the Curtiss F11C-2 
will operate at the Naval Operation Base at North Island, San Diego, Calif. 

The F11C-2 is the latest model of the famous Hawks that have been produced 
over the past ten years for the United States Navy by the Curtiss Aeroplane and 
Motor Company, of Buffalo, New York. These planes being offered to the Naval 
Aviation Base will constitute the new flying equipment for the famous High Hat 
Squadron, expert fliers of the United States Navy. 

The Curtiss F11C-2 is powered by a 9 cylinder 700 horsepower Wright Cyclone 
engine, which weighs only 1.22 lbs. per horsepower. The new Cyclone is equipped 
with a down draft carburetor which takes in air at the top of the engine. This 
has a decided advantage not only because it eliminates the possibility of dirt and 
grit entering the carburetor, but because it makes the other accesseries such as 
magnetos, starters, and generators, more easily available. 

These new Navy “Hawks” are equipped with the Curtiss single strut landing 
gear. The “pants” on the F11C-2 are cut away so the wheel can be serviced 
without first removing the faring. Thus, all the disadvantages of wheel faring 
have been eliminated and all the advantages retained.

Army Football Star Goes on Retired List—Maj. Charles D. Daly, FA, USA, who 
for eight years was head football coach at the United States Military Academy, 
was this week ordered retired for physica] disability incident to the service. Major 
Daly was examined for promotion to lieutenant colonel but found physically dis- 
qualified and consequently will be retired from active service as a lieutenant colonel, 
the rank he would have been promoted to. However, he was a colonel in the World 
War so will hold that rank on the retired list. He will rank as a lieutenant colonel 
from July 1 and go on the retired list as a colonel on Aug. 1. 

Colonel Daly was born in Boston, Oct. 31, 1880. He was graduated from Har- 
vard University with the degree of A.B.-in 1901 and in June of that year was 
appointed to the United States Military Academy. Upon graduation in 1905 he 
was commissioned second lieutenant, Artillery Corps, and continued on duty at 
West Point. In December 1905 he was transferred to Fort Totten, New York, and 
served at that station until May 1906 when he resigned his commission. 

In September 1910 he was appointed Fire Commissioner of the City of Boston, 
holding that position until February 1912. 

On March 5, 1913, by Special Act of Congress, he was appointed first lieutenant, 
Field Artillery, and ordered to Ft. Sill, Okla., for duty with the Fifth Field Artil- 
lery remaining inthe Army thereafter.

Lowell H. Smith, AC, Maxwell Field, Montgomery, Ala. 

The other five resigned to enter private business. They are: Lts. Erik H. 
Nelson, Leigh Wade, Leslie P. Arnold, Jack Harding, and Henry H. Ogden. 

Captain Smith was the leader of the round-the-world flight, made by the Army 
Air Corps three years prior to the solo flight to Paris by the Army-trained Charles 
A. Lindbergh, later to be commissioned a colonel in the Missouri National Guard. 


On Sept. 28, 1924, the six Army flyers landed at Seattle, Wash., having accom- 
plished the circumnavigation of the globe by air. They had travelled 26,103 miles 
and were in actual flight 66 of the 175 days it took to encircle the globe. The 
elapsed flying time was 375 hours and 11 minutes at an average speed of 70 miles 
per hour. The official start of the flight was from Seattle, Wash., on March 16, 1924.

Army Medical Construction 

In spite of the unwillingness of the 
Public Works Administration to grant 
any morey to Army construction at this 
time, it is highly probable that funds for 
that purpose will be forthcoming in the 
next increment to be announced. When 
that time comes, it is sincerely to be 
hoped that there will be included among 
the Army items money for the construc- 
tion of permanent quarters for the Sur- 
geon General's Library and the Army 
Medical Museum. 

It is understood that this important 
piece of construction was not included in 
the original program submitted by the 
War Department but that it is now 
under consideration by the Secretary of 
War and probably will be submitted as a 
supplemental item within a few days. 
It is said at the office of the Public 
Works Administration that this or any 
other additional construction item sub- 
mitted by the War Department will re- 
ceive due consideration on its merits. 
There has been no iron-clad time limit 
set on the submission of items, it was 
pointed out. 

Should this matter be considered on its 
merits it undoubtedly will be included in 
the program, for it is one of utmost im- 
portance not alone to the Army and its 
Medical Department but to the entire 
medical profession throughout the coun- 
try. 

The purchase of land for the express 
purpose of accommodating this new 
structure was specifically authorized in 
an appropriation by Congress in 1922. 
Since that time the site has been ready 
and available, but the construction of the 
building has been deferred on several 
occasions because of financial restric- 
tions. The erection of this building at 
the Army Medical Center, in Washington, 
will complete the buildings essential to 
this great teaching center, in accordance 
with the plan of the War Department 
which has been approved since 1919. In 
1931 the Bureau of the Budget approved 
an appropriation for the housing of these 
activities, and the President approved it 
in principle, but at that time, on account 
of an anticipated deficiency de directed 
that it be held over until the next year. 
The situation in 1932 was worse, and 
the project has been held in abeyance 
since. 

The Public Buildings and Grounds 
Commission has made it known that the 
structure in which the Library and Mu- 
seum are housed at present interferes 
with the plan for the development and 
beautification of Washington and that 
the approved purpose is to place the new 
structure at the Army Medical Center. 

The Surgeon General's Library, offi- 
cially “The Army Medica] Library,” had 
its beginning during the administration 
of Surgeon General Lovell (1818-1836), 
and for many years consisted of a small 
collection of books in the Office of The 
Surgeon General. Funds which became 
available at the close of the Civil War 
were utilized by Surgeon General Barnes 
to build up a good medical library. Its 
greatest growth took place during the 
time the late Colonel John S. Billings 
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was Librarian. Many old medical books 
and documents which are without a peer 
in America have been collected during 
the ensuing years. The medical profes. 
sion of the country has manifested a keep 
interest in the Library for many years 
and Congress has made annual appro. 
priations for its upkeep and expansion, 
Today it furnishes an extensive service 
with a minimum of personnel «nd ex. 
pense. 

In 1879 the Surgeon General's Library 
began the compilation of the Index 
Medicus. It turned over this work to 
the Journal of the American Medical As. 
sociation in 1927 and it is now publisheg 
as part of their Quarterly Cumulative 
Index Medicus. In 1880 the Library be. 
gan the compilation and publication of 
an Index-Catalogue, which has been cop. 
tinued ever since, and now embraces 47 
large volumes. The Index-Catalogue, the 
greatest medical bibliography ever pub- 
lished, is used by libraries and institu. 
tions of medical research throughout the 
civilized world. 

The Surgeon General’s Library is one 
of the most important collections of 
medical books in the world, and is recog- 
nized as a national institution and an 
asset to the country. The Surgeon Gen- 
eral earnestly desires that it continue to 
be of the greatest usefulness to the medi- 
“al profession at large as well as to the 
Medical Department of the Army and 
other government services. 

For many years the Library did not 
lend liberally, and most persons desiring 
to consult the books in it had to visit 
Washington in order to do so. Since the 
World War. however it has loaned books 
all over the United States, with the re- 
sult that now comparatively few persons 
come from a distance to use it. except 
those who wish to consult rare books 
which, because of their value, may not be 
tuken from the building. The principal 
method of lending is through other medi- 
cal libraries. The Surgeon General's 
Library will send to any other library or 
reputable physician such books and 
bound pamphlets as are desired. The 
expansion of this lending service has led 
to a great falling off in the number of 
individuals who visit the Library in per- 
son. Only 72 individuals from outside 
of Washington and its suburbs registered 
as readers from October 1, 1930, to Octo- 
ber 1, 1931. On the other hand the loan 
service has grown, and during this same 
period it exceeded 11,000 volumes sent 
out to 508 libraries. Patrons of the Li- 
brary residing within Washington and 
vicinity utilize its lending service mainly 
through the District of Columbia and 
other local medical societies. 

The Medical. Dental, and Veterinary 
Schools, and the Walter Reed General 
Hospital. at the Army Medical Center, 
make extensive use of the Library's fa- 
cilities. These institutions embrace 2 
large group of personnel, including off- 
cers, student officers, nurses, and enlisted 
men, by whom ready reference to the 
books and pamphlets is essential. The 
Navy. the Public Health Service, and the 
Veterans Administration also consult the 
Library frequently, and books are con- 
stantly being sent out to officers of those 
branches of the Government. 

In support of the project the follow- 
ing was adopted by the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Medical Associa- 
tion at its recent meeting in Milwaukee. 
Wisc. : 

“Wher as, Beginning during the ad- 
ministra‘ion of Surgeon General Lovell 
(1818), she Army Medical Library, also 
known as the Library of the SurgeoD 
General’s Office, has been built up by 
the Medical Department of the Army at 
comparatively small cost to the Goverl- 
ment, and 

“Whereas, The Army Medical Library, 
now the largest medical library in the 
world, has been called both in Europe 
and in America, “America’s greatest con- 
tribution to medicine,” and 

“Whereas, As long ago as 1870 an 
European authority stated that ‘in five 
years the United States had done 4§ 
much in the matter of an anatomical- 
pathological museum (ie., the Army 
Medical Museum), as had been done 12 
all of Europe in a century,’ since which 
time the Army Medical Museum has

QMC and the CCC 

The huge task of feeding, clothing, 
transporting and housing the 300,000 men 
of the Civilian Conservation Corps is the 
responsibility of the Quartermaster 
Corps of the Army, and the way the task 
has been carried out speaks well for the 
efficiency of this branch of the National 
Defense. 

Under conditions greatly resembling 
war mobilization days, the Quartermas- 
ter Corps has handled this huge group 
of men, more than were involved during 
a like period when the United States 
entered the World War 16 years ago. 
Transported from the recruiting offices 
to conditioning camps, there clothed, 
equipped and fed, then transported to 
work camps in the forests, which had to 
be supplied and equipped, and a great 
system of supply created for these nu- 
merous scattered camps, the job was 
indeed a tremendous one. 

To feed the forest army for one month 
there will be required 1,0421%4 80,000 Ib. 
carloads of varied foods, the Office of 
the Quartermaster General reports. Five 
million six hundred and twenty-five thou- 
sand pounds of beef will be fed to the 
CCC army each month. This will mean 
that 9,375 steers must be slaughtered to 
provide meat for this army. One half 
million chickens must lay eggs each day 
to supply the CCC, while the milk of 
37,600 cows per day will be needed to 
provide butter, 1,125,000 pounds of it 
each month. 

The quantities of edibles seem enor- 
mous. Seventy tank cars of milk, 5,625,- 
000 pounds of potatoes, 6,750,000 pounds 
of flour, 29 carloads of rolled oats, 281,- 
250 pounds of salt, 35% carloads of 
sugar. 281,250 chickens, 41%4 carloads of 
jam and preserves are but some of a 
month’s supply of food which the Army 
Quartermaster Corps must buy, ship to 
the remote work camps, cook and place 
on the mess tables for the hungry for- 
est workers. 

A huge amount of equipment and 
clothing has been and is being issued 
from quartermaster depots. Much of this 
comes from the Army’s war reserves 
while in numerous cases where the war 
reserves through meager appropriations 
have been depleted, it was necessary to 
buy in the open market. When war 
stocks were used, CCC funds will be be 
used later to replace them. 

To each Civilian Conservation Corps- 
man there is issued an O. D. woolen 
coat, three flannel shirts, two pairs of 
trousers, an overcoat, hat, underclothing, 
socks, shoes, gloves, necktie, two blankets, 
a cot, a barrack bag, mess gear, a toilet 
kit, ete. Tents, medicine chests, ambu- 
lances, heating equipment, showers, sta- 
tionery, pens, ink, and all manner of 
tools are supplied to the camps. 

Transportation of the men to condi- 
tioning camps and then to the forest 
work camps has been both by truck and 
rail. The movement of the forest army 
to the distant parks and reservations 
has been a boon to the railroads. It was 
deemed necessary to send no less than 
64,196 men from the East Coast to the 
West Coast. Two hundred and eleven 
special trains were required for this he- 
gira, in which there were 1065 Pullmans 
and 760 baggage cars.

“Whereas, The important collections of 
the Army Medical Library and Museum 
are at present housed in an antiquated 
pbuilding, not fire-proof and no longer 
large enough to contain these institu- 
tions, with the result that the work is 
being hampered, and 

“Whereas, The building occupied by 
the Army Medical Library and Museum 
will have to be demolished in accordance 
with the plans of the Public Buildings 
Commission for the beautification of 
Washington already adopted by Con- 
gress, and 

“Whereas, The building occupied by 
and Museum serve not only all govern- 
mental departments but also the entire 
medical profession of America and other 
countries, and without their help much 
of the research and clinical work now 
being carried on by our profession would 
be impracticable, and . 

“Whereas, The Public Works Bill now 
before Congress contemplates the appro- 
priation of the sum of $3,300.000,000 to 
erect public buildings and to complete 
other necessary construction, and like- 
wise to provide employment; therefore 
be it 

“RESOLVED, That the American Med- 
ical Association, in Annual Meeting as- 
sembled, respectfully request that the 
sum of $2,000,000 be set aside for the 
purpose of constructing new buildings to 
house the Army Medical Library and 
Museum on the site which has already 
been provided by Congress.

The Federal Reserve Board’s condition 
statement of weekly reporting member 
banks in 90 leading cities on July 5 
shows increases for the week of $21,000,- 
000 in loans and investments and $86,- 
000,000 in time deposits, and decreases 
of $99,000,000 in net demand deposits 
and $96,000,000 in reserve balances with 
Federal reserve banks. 


Loans on securities increased $54,000,- 
000 at reporting member banks in the 
New York district, $6,000,000 in the San 
Francisco district and $63,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. “All other” 
loans increased $12,000,000 in the Chi- 
cago district and $15,000,000 at all re- 
porting banks. 


Holdings of United States Government 
securities declined $27,000,000 in the 
New York district, $10,000,000 in the 
Boston district and $51,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. Holdings of 


other securities declined $9,000,000 in 
the San Francisco district and $6,000,000 
at all reporting banks. 

Borrowings of weekly reporting mem- 
ber banks from Federal reserve banks 
aggregated $31,000,000 on July 5, the 
principal change for the week being an 
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B. F. SAUL CO. 
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increase of $10,000,000 at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of San Francisco. 

Licensed member banks formerly in- 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state- 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $802,000,000 and net demand, time, 
and Government deposits of $801,000,000 
on July 5, compared with $793,000,000 
and $773,000,000, respectively, on June

Withhold Service Construction 
Omitting entirely any mention of the 
programs submitted by the Army or 
Navy. the Federal Emergency Adminis- 
tration of Public Works yesterday af- 
ternoon announced that the Vlresident 
has on its recommendation approved al- 
lotments of $115.513,610 from the Pub- 
lie Works Fund. , 
These were the first allotments since 
the formation of the Federal Emergency 
Administration. Earlier, President Roose- 
yelt allocated $400,000,000 Federal road 
money to states and $238,000,000 to the 
Navy for building of ships. Thus a total 
of more than three-quarters of a_bil- 
jion dollars has been allocated without 
so much as a dollar for any of the Army 
projects. j - , 
Entirely unmentioned in the new list- 
ing of approved items, is $300,000,000 
worth of Army projects, including $136,- 
000.000 worth of direly needed housing 
projects, a motorization program, a me- 
chanization program, an anti-aircraft 
program, an airplane program, and an 
$11,000,000 ammunition program. With- 
out at least some money for some of 





these projects, it will be necessary to | 


shut down virtually all of the Army’s 
arsenals and technical depots throwing 
out of work a huge number of skilled 
machinists whose services will 
to National Defense preparedness. 

Also unmentioned is the Navy’s shore 
construction program, including the de- 
velopment of necessary bases and its 
badly needed modernization program 
and its program for the construction of 
ales for the vessels to be built. 

It is evident that the Public Works 
administration considers these service 
items as “controversial” for Secretary 
of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, as Fed- 
eral Administrator of Public Works, is

“The allotments made today are to 


projects which qualify within the intent 
of Congress and the policy of the ad- 
ministration that only work of perma- 
nent and real social value shall be em- 
barked upon.

“The board now has before it a vast 
number of additional projects which may 
or may not meet with their requirements.

The board wished to act quickly in mak- 
ing work available for many and to that 
end eliminated controversial projects 
from its first submission to the Presi- 
dent. This enabled clearing of the initial 
group without the long delays which 
would be required to establish the worth 
of challenged projects. 

“A determined effort was made to keep 
out any work that would cause the Gov- 
ernment recurring expense or could not 
be started shortly and completed within 
a year. The board also sought to salvage 
Government property and prevent addi- 
tional expenses to taxpayers by doing 
emergency repair work which would give 
men labor wherever possible.

Small-Bore Shoot 

A national small-bore rifle tourna- 
ment, listed for Camp Perry, Ohio, from 
Aug. 28 to Sept. 4, heads the card of 
national rifle and pistol championship 
competitions for this year, according to 
plans announced by the National Rifle | 
Association. 

While the small-bore (.22-caliber) rifle 
championships wjll be settled at the 
Camp Verry shoot, the winners of the | 
.30-caliber rifle and the pistol and re- 
volver championships and trophies will 
be determined on the basis of scores fired 
in state shoots now in process of organi- 
zation by state rifle associations in co- 
operation with the national association. 

The small-bore meet will bring to the 
vast Camp Perry ranges the classiest and 
biggest field of .22-caliber marksmen of 
the year. More than 500, representing 
virtually every state, are expected to be 
on hand to battle for the various cham- 
pionships and for berths on the four | 
American international teams which will | 
be selected and will do their firing at | 
Camp Perry. 

A new international match, in which | 
the United States, Great Britain and | 
Germany will be the contenders, will be 
inaugurated at the shoot. The match 
will be a ten-man team, 50-meter, .22- 
caliber competition for a trophy cup pro- 
vided from Nuremburg, Germany. Each 
team will fire its scores in its own coun- 
try, the same as will be done in the 
three already established international 
matches in which the United States will 
compete. 

The other three 
are the Lord Dewar 
men's and Fidac matches. The Dewar 
match, a 50- and 100-yard event, saw | 
started in 1909; the railwaymen’s match, | 
fired at the same distances, was started 
in 1927, and the Fidac match, in which 
teams of former service men of the dif- 
ferent allied nations of the war days 
compete over the 50-meter course, was 
started in 1930. 

The American Fidac team will fire its 
targets on Sept. 3 and the other three 
American international aggregations will 
do their shooting on the final day of the 
meet.

Civilian Employees 

Furloughed civilian Government em- 
ployes may accept seasonal or temporary | 
employment either in their own or other 
agencies of the Government without los- 
ing any of the rights of recall from fur- 
lough or transfer, Controller General 
McCar] ruled this week. 

The controller general said, however, 
that the “rule is limited to employes in- 
voluntarily furloughed and cannot be ex- 
tended to the appointment of employes 
on voluntary leave of absence without 
pay.

Navy Personnel Strength 

Additional funds have been allotted to 
the Navy Department to avoid curtail- 
ment of enlisted strength from 79,700 to 
77.000 which has been contemplated, it 
Was announced this week. 

Since recruiting was discontinued some 
time ago to meet the expected reduction, 
the strength today is somewhat below 
79.700. It will be the aim, it was said, to 
build up to this strength gradually, 
which will make the strength for the 
year something less than this figure. 
Plans are now in the process of being 
formulated as to the resumption of re- 
cruiting activities. 

It was stated that it is expected that 
approximately $276,000,000 will be al- 
lowed to the Navy next year, instead of 
$270,000,000 originally allotted. This

permits the abandonment of the rotation 
plan and the retention of personnel. The 
allotment of funds for new construction 
has helped the regular budget, as the new 
construction must bear its proportionate 
share of the navy yard technical bureau 
overhead, it was stated.

National Guard of U. S. 

The following communication is being 
sent out from The Chief, National Guard 
Bureau, War Dept.: 

“Pending publications of new Regula- 
tions affecting the National Guard as a 
result of the Act approved June 15, 1933, 
amending the National Defense Act ap- 
proved June 8, 1916 (H.R. 5645), The 
Adjutant General is no longer issuing 
commissions in the Officers Reserve 
Corps to officers, warrant officers and en- 
listed men of the National Guard. Ac- 
tion in such cases should therefore be 
suspended until further notice. 

“Attention is invited to the difference 
in wording in the oath of enlistment 
for enlisted men as given in the new 
Act of June 15, 1933, and as given in 


M.B. Form No. 21. The words ‘and I 
do agree to accept from the United 
States and the State of .......... such 


pay, rations, and clothing or other ‘al- 
lowances as are or may be established 
by law’; are part of the oath of enlist- 
ment shown in M.B. Form No. 21, but 
are not in the oath prescribed in the new 
law. The words quoted are therefore no 
longer lawful and must be deleted be- 
fore the applicant is sworn in.”
